A. INTRODUCTION

Funding, including the changes in the program which become 
effective April 1, 1975. ‘These revisions are being implemented 
as a result of an analysis of suggestions received since Band 
Cove Funding was introduced‘on July 1, 1974. ‘The changes from 
the previous guidelines are underlined.

Lee This guideline is applicable to all recognized Indian Band 
Councils as well as Inuit Settlement Councils in Arctic .Quebec. 


Abie ys The aporoval of core fund applications is delegated to the 
Regional Director (Regional Representative in N.W.T.).

C. BAND COUNCIL CORE FUNDING: 


see - The Fmding formiia is based on a scale considered reasonable 

7 for a band of 200 members (a Chief and two Councillors). This 
base contribution is scaled down for bands of less than 200 
pooulation, and it is increased uniformly to meet additional 
excenses of larger bands or settlements who may have additional 
councillors. ; 

3.2 Core funds are to be expended by the Band Council to defray such 
hasic costs as: ; 
(4) Ovoeration and maintenance of a council office, including c 

rental, utilities, equipment and stationery; a minimum of 


10% of the Band's Core Fund amount must be charged to this 


iten. 
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(ii) Honoraria for Band Chiefs, Settlement Presidents, and 
Councillors. 


(111) Professional Advice - legal, business Management, or other 
such services. 


(iv) Salaries for full or part-time Council staff; a minimm 
of 20% of the Band's Core Fund amount must be charged to 
this item. 


(v) Travel expenses for persons noted in (ii) above arising 
from the conduct of Council business.

4.1 Core funds are subject to the annual financial audit as required 
by the current regulations applicable to all contributions to 
Band programs. :
